Potatoes intended for seed require 


different treatment from those intended 
tor market. It lias been pretty well 
demonstrated that the best specimens 
for seed are those that are not fully 
matured when dug. The second crop, 
or rather the crop growti in the latter 
part of the season, makes the best 
tubers for seed. Those grown late in 
the season are free from the exhaustive 
blight so common on potatoes ilpeuing 
in mid-season, aud tousequeutly the vi- 
tality of the potato is unimpaired. 
The tubers when gathered should have 
moie or less light, and it is the best 
plan to keep them in a light room at 
all times, or it this cannot be done, 
keep them in the light for a time after 
tlioj'' aie dug, to harden them before 
they are stored away in the dark.

How It I» Doric WL1U Engines Go 


' 
At Full Speed. 


On many of (he railroad* It 10 110 


longer uecesxitr) for a train lu tup to 
allow the t'ligliu'er to icyjt'nish ills boil- 
ers with water. All trawlers lm\e now 
become accustomed to seeing tin1 uur- 
row troughs, 1.200 tt> 1,400 fe<n long, at 
various dead level points along the 
road, and they know that the strip of 
water that It contains* Is cooped up by 
the engine us It speeds over the tracks. 
But people from foreign couutrieg of- 
ten auk question* about the water be- 
tween tin* tracks aud marvel when 
they hear the story about "drinking" 
the engine on the fly. 


What swiiis a marvelous mechanic 


contrivance is an extremely simple 
thing. A pipe with a st-ope end Is fas- 
tened to the tender. It I* C-shii[>ed, 
with the top end pointing into the wa- 
ter tank and the bottom cm-led under 
the body of the tender. 
Hy a series 


of levers this end may be dropped un- 
til It reaches the level of the ties. 


When the engine reaches the trough 


the fireman drops the scoop end. which 
Is 3'X» inches high and 12 inches wide 
Into the trough, into which it -sinks a 
distance of about six inches or within 
an Inch of the bottom. It may wabble 
slightly without doing any harm, be- 
cause the trough is twenty-four inches 
wide. 


Dropping the end is all that is done, 


for the motion of the engine does the 
rest. The water rushes Into the pipu 
and thence into the tank with a rinh 
and force that suggest-* to the uniniti- 
ated the use of powerful engines. 


"The most remarkable thing about 


the water-taking scoop." said a rail- 
road official, "is the fact that tlie speed 
of tlie train must be reduced when the 
water i« taken on. It readies the bend 
In tlie pipe with such force that if the 
train were allowed to go at its regu- 
lar speed the metal would be seriously 
strained, so we reduce the speed to 
about thirty miles an hour and have 
the best results."

An Kvldcnce of Bird Justice. 


The English sparrow is the most uni 


versally unpopular of all birds. 
Be- 


cause of its ceasoles war upon other 
birds, they fire always ready to show 
their hatred of it. Whether it feeds on 
the eggs of other birds or not is a 
question, but that It destroys them and 
the nest that contains them is a well 
established fact. I can certify to the 
following incident, of what I have no 
doubt was justice meted out to one of 
these little sneak-thieves. 


One morning on enteiing the barn 


I noticed a broken egg on the manger 
before a mud-swallows nest which 1 
had permitted to be built there. 
I 


glanced up at the nest and saw. sus- 
pended beneath it. one of the sparrows, 
dead. T'pon closer examination !t was 
found that the bird was hung by the 
neck at the end of a hoiise hair about 
a foot long. 


It was carefully taken down for clos- 


er examination. There was a noose at 
I he end of the hair, the Knot being per- 
fect, tbe free end slipped far enough 
through, and bent in such a way that 
the knot could not be untied. It could 
not have been an accident-or, if possi- 
bio. It was very improbable, to say the 
least. The noose was preserved and 
carefully told away, as a relic of bird 
Justice. 


The swallows most have grown tired

and set a snare; or, coming upon it In 
the act of robbing them, held it a pris- 
oner in the.ir nest until a noose was

SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


What th» Laws of the State Have to 


Say About Employing Them. 


Id view of the fact that public schools 
ommence on Monday, tho following 
ectionsof chapter 93 of the public stftt- 
tes nre of general interest: 
Sect. 10. No child under 10 years of 


age shall be employed m any inaaufnc- 
uring establishment. 


Sect 11. No child under the age of 
6 years who cannot read and write 
hall bo employed in any manufactnr- 
ng establishment during the time the 
ublic schools in Ihe district iu which 


resides are in session. 
Sect. 12. Children not included un- 


der the provisions of tho preceding sec- 
ion shall no' be emplojed in B manu- 
ueluriug (Establishment unless they 
shall first furnish to the person propos 
ng to employ them a certificate of the 
school board of the district in which( 
,hey reside that they have attended 
,ome public or private day school in 
which the common English branches 
are taught during the preceding year, 
as follows: If under 16 and over H 


ears of age, 12 weeks, if under 14 and 


over 12 years of age, six months, or 
such part thereof as the schools in the 
district in which they reside were in 
session; and if under 12 and over 10 
jeara of age, the whole time the schools 


v ere in session in such district. 


Sect. 13. If any owner, agent, super- 


ntendent or overseer of a manufactur 
.ng establishment eliall employ any 
tfiild iu violation of tho provisions of 
eitbei of the three preceding sections, 
ae shall be lined not exceeding fifty dol- 
.ars for each offence, for the use of the 
iliatrict.
